Washington—The Republicans are 


all smiles. The idea that the-Demo- 
crats might be tending toward a united 
front in 192S has been effectually re- 
moved as a source of apprehension by 
the speech of William Gibbs McAdoo 
in Toledo. 


It isn't that Messrs. McAdoo and Al 


Smith 
might repeat the Madison 


Square Garden > fiasco of 1924. which 
makes the Republicans glad, for they 
recognize there is a distinct difference 
today between 
the 
strength 'of AI 


Smith and. what1' ho brought to the 
convention two years ago. What does 
matter is that the wet and dry issue 
which has split the Democratic party, 
shows every siguxof 
keeping1 that 


party split. 


The Republicans thus far have con- 


fined their wet and dry battles to a few 
eastern states •which are usually Re- 
publican anyhow. The Democrats in 
the large cities are wet but in the ru- 
ral districts the chance of increasing 
the Democratic vote is diminished con- 
siderably. Anything •which keeps the 
Democrats divided is relished by the 
Republicans. So when Mr. McAdoo 
starts 'a drive on the _"city machines" 
it is known that he has in mind Tam- 
many in New York and,the Brennan 
machine in' Chicago coupled withisim- 
•ilar Democratic •organizations in Bos- 
ton. Baltimore, San Francisco. St. Lou- 
is and other large cities. 


SPEECH RALLIES DRVS 


Mr. McAdoo's speech is really the 


rallying point for dry 
organizations. 


They realize that in recent 
months 


most of the agitation for a change in 
the Volstead law has emanated from 
Democratic sections of the country, 
and that the stock 
of Al Smith has 


been rising. The former secretary of 
the treasury may be truly reluctant to 
cntcr-thc race for the 192S nomination, 
but whether he likes it or not he is 
going to be persuaded by the dry 
forces that he can block the nomina- 
tion of a "wet" at the next Democratic 
national convention. 
His' speech at 


Toledo may be taken to mean that all 
those Democratic delegates who are 
being lined up for Al Smith, or those 
wets who expect to inherit his strength 
might as well know now that one- wing 
of the party, namely the west and a 
large part of the south, will not per- 
mit the Democratic party_ to become 
the "wet" party. This, instead of the 
religious issue, will be the ,ma_in bas.is 
of tho fight against AI Smith and it 
would hot be surprising if the start ol 
the fight at this early date is a move 
to subordinate the religious factors and 
develop a controversy altogether on 
wet and dry lines. Incidentally, with 
the two-thirds rule still in force, the 
opportunity of the west and south to 
block the nomination of an eastern 
"wet" is admittedly greater than if it 
. t\ ere abrogated. 
Some of the former 


' McAdoo men are still urging the abro- 
gation of the two-thirds rule but the 
final action must be taken at conven- 
tion time and the result will depend 
entirely on whether McAdoo's men 
think he has a majority of the dele- 
gates or whether they feel a one-thirc 
veto is essential to block the nomina- 
tion of a '.'wet." 


As remarked at the outset, however, 


the Republicans arc glad for, with the 
exception of a few places, the entire 
Republican organization is dry and is 
the natural beneficiary of any dis- 
gruntled vote developed by the con- 
troversies among the Democrats.

New Hunt For O'Connor 


Detroit —(/P)— The name "O'Con- 


ror," breathed from the lips of a dy- 
ing man here sent police of two states 
scurrying in a whirlwind of activity 
for trace of the notorious king pin 
of the Chicago badlands who "walked 
out" of the Cook-co jail at Chicago in 
1921 on tho eve of his execution for 
murder during a holdup. ^ 


Tho 
words which sent 
a thrill 


through police channels of Illinois and 
Michigan were uttered 
Suhday by 


Martin Dale, xvho with a companion. 
Ray O'Neill, was mortally wounded 
in a pistol' battle with police in an at- 
tempted holdup here. One officer was 
killed and another seriously wounded. 
Dale, taken to a hospital whispered to 
an officer: 


"Tommy O'Connor had the lowdown 


en this (the drugstore holdup) and told 
us we couldn't miss." 
'• Dale asked that his mother in Wil- 
mington, Calif., be notified, and died 
before police could question him far- 
ther. 
Through Chicago relatives of 


Dale the police learned that the two 
holdup men visited a friend at Michi- 
gan State prison at Jackson whom 
they' believed to be- O'Connor, and of- 
ficers were immediately dispatched to 


the institution. They expected to ar- 
rive at tho prison Monday when an 
Inspection of the inmates and prison 
records will be made. 


Prison authorities said they had no 


record of either D.ilc or O'Xeill ever 
having visited the prison and scouted 
the possibility of O'Connor's imprison- 
ment there. 


Meantime Detroit police, following a 


tip that O'Connor had been directing 
operations of a. band of criminals here, 
scoured tho city's 
underworld for 


trace of the gunman. 


A Xegro, caught holding up a store 


by one of the squads on the hunt for 
O'connor, was shot to death when he 
resisted arrest.

Washington, D. C.—Wisconsin on 


July 1, 1927, will have a population of 
2,918,000 the department of commerce 
estimated Monday. This is an increase 
of 33.000 over the estimated popula- 
tion in 1926, and an increase of 2S5,- 
933 since the 1920 census. 


The estimated population of 
the 


United States in July 1, will be 11S,- 
62S.OOO compared with 117.136,000 on 
July 1. 1926. and 103.710,620 on Jan. 
I. 1920. The total for the United 
States is based in part upon tho 
available data regarding births, deaths, 
immigration, and emigration. 


The estimated population of New 


Tork is 11,423.000, an increase of 119,- 
000 over the previous year, and Pen- 
nsylvania, the second j-tate in popula-

with some other children on April IS

stove. 


Not knowing what they were, Ro- 


land took the caps home with him. 
The next day he took several with 
him when he went to school. It was 
while ho was picking around at one 
with a pin that the cap exploded, in- 
juring his hand.

blame for all the crashing and fading 
we experience when 
listening to a 


distant conceit. He isn't sure of that 
yet. although more than a year's col- 
lection of daily measurements lead 
him to believe this. 


But measurements made over a pe- 


riod of more than two and a half 
ycar<! hy TJeut. Earl H. Kmcaid o* 
the United States navy, while navisa- 
tor on the U. S. S. Kittery. plying 
between Hamilton Roads and the ". "cst 
Indies, show definitely that the weath- 
er is most certainly to blame. 


That doesn't controvert Dr. Piclc- 


ard's belief. Infact. t<iys PickarO. it 
strengthens his attitude. 


TRACED BACK TO SUN ' 


"Apparently days with great fluc- 


tuations of air pressure tend also to 
bo days of low reception." Pickard 
reports to members of the Institute 
of Radio Engineers. Kut he adds: 


"The relation here is probably in- 


d'rcct—that is, barometric activity 
may be linked with solar disturbances, 
which are in turn associated with re- 
ception." 


Scientists have discovered that the 


sun spots now so much in evidence 
arc causes of such rn.igin.tic storms 
as recently brought havoc to Florida. 


Lieut. Kincaid found that these storms 
shu-. out reception almost entirely. 


Linking of sun ipots with radio re- 


ception, therefore, can easily be made. 


In all the frequent trips the Kit- 


tcry made between Hampton Roads 
and the West Indies, it was found 
that static occurred when there was a 
low pressure area or a falling baromc 
ter between the ship and Arlington, to 
which the receiver was tuned. Static 
also was felt when the ship was close 
to some of the islands- where local 
Matis was intense. 


This, indirectly, bears out the ideas 


of Pickard. -when ho assigns poor re- 
ception to a heavy barrage of electri- 
j fied particles from the spots on the 


"There is some basis for the assump- 


tion that reception is principally af- 
fected by corpuscular radiation from 
the sun. perhaps in the form of alpha 
particles." Pickard says. 


"I find that, h> general, reception 


is most affected when a spot or group 
of spot& is near the center of the solar 
disc—that is, when they most nearly 
face the earth, although there are ex- 
ceptions.'1 


Both Lieut. Kmcaid and >e. Pick- 


ard are continuing their experiment' 
to gather statistics for more definite 
conclusions. In fact. Pick.ird says this 
work should <?o on for 11 years at 
least, the duration of a sun spot cycle, 
to get complete data of the effect of 
the sun on radio reception. 


If that is done, we may not expect 


any definite report bafore 1933 at the 
earliest.

statement defining American policy in 
China. It follow the initial statement 
made by Great Britain. The United States 
will act severally or collectively with the 
powers, as the situation may require, to 
protect American lives in China. It will 
not, 
alone or in conjunction with Great 


Britain, use force to uphold concession? or 
treaty rights and it will in no way im- 
pair the sovereignty or freedom of China. 
The United States will go farther than 
this. It is ready, says Mr. Kellogg, to 
negotiate with China, either singly or 
•with other powers, for the restoration o! 
her tariff autonomy, for the abolition of 
cxtra-territoriality and for the cancella- 
tion of unilateral treaties. 


This is all that China could ask ci the 


United States for the encouragement and 
support of its aspirations to complete in- 
dependence. Indeed, it would not be pos- 
sible for the United States to declare or 
offer more. Of course, the revised trea- 
ties and agreements cannot be made until 
there is a responsible and consolidated 
government with which to deal. Today 
no such government exists in China. The 
north is divided against the south in a 
civil war. Both are nationalist in their 
aims, the south or -Cantonese faction the 
more so. Although the odds seem to be 
with the Cantonese, the northern faction 
under Chang-Tso-lin is in control of Pe- 
king. In addition to the north and south 
factions there are many independent mil- 
itarists opposing one or both and holding 
power in entire provinces. Xo binding 
engagements of any kind can therefore be 
made for the time being with China. The 
most we can do is" to reveal to the Chinese 
people our- spirit^ and purposes. 


What the secretary of state has done is 


in effect to inform China that we are in 
sympathy with the nationalist movement, 
that we- want to see her liberated and her 
independence and sovereignty restored. 
•There is in reality nothing new about this 
policy. It has been a settled doctrine 
with us to assist China in every legitimate 
way to self-government and the throwing 
off of the foreign yoke. It was the United 
States which pronounced against further 
impairment of the political entity and ter- 
ritorial integrity of China. Of all the pow- 
ers of the world, we have been China's 
greatest and most consistent friend. We 
have not sought to exploit her resources 
behind political concessions and land 
grants. 
Indeed, 
comparatively 
little 


American capital has gone into China. 
The most we have to protect there Is the 
lives of missionaries, social workers, etc., 
who have gone to China to help and not 
to hinder her. Even the sentimentalists 
who' shut their eyes to facts can hardly 
object to protection of the lives of these 
Americans. If it has to be done, it will be 
done in a way to give the least offense to 
China and not to aggravate anti-foreign 
feeling. 


Notwithstanding the record of the 


United States in its relations with China 
is clean and that its policy is wholly sym- 
pathetic to Chinese aspirations — that it 
above all other nations has uniformly 
dealt fairly with China — in continuing this 
policy in the present critical state of Ori- 
ental affairs, there are politicians who de- 
nounce the administration and question 
its good faith. Some of these politicians 
have no knowledge whatever of condi- 
tions in China and others arc equally ig- 
norant of American policy. 
Senator 


Borah is of coutvc nio\ ed to weighty com- 
ment. He dclhers himself of a eulogy 
of Chinese magnificence, and emotional- 
ly and dramatically portrays his sympa- 
thy for struggling China as if to show by 
inference that Americans wore not sym- 
pathetic and the government antagonistic. 
He doesn't want to send warships to 
China. A congressman is credited \\ith 
saying he does not favor using American 
troops to protect Americans in China 
"who exploit the natives and do not pay 
taxes in the United States." 
Here we 


have the limits of tomfoolery. Here we 
have a glowing testimonial of the fact that 
congress ought to keep its hands out of 
foreign affair*, repose some faith 
and 


confidence in that branch of government 
to which the conduct of foreign affairs is 


delegated and recognize the soundness of 
the statesmanship which has continuous- 
ly over a long period of years dealt just- 
ly and helpfully with the Chinese. 


HIGHWAY INVESTIGATION 


The proposal for a legislative investi- 


gation of the State Highway department 
is, we think, justified. The charges of M. 
W. Torkclson. secretary of the Highway 
commission, that shifts in the personnel 
of that organization were for the purpose 
of throwing contracts to certain dealers in 
road material, merit a thorough inquiry. 
The fact that the appointees have been 
connected with companies manufacturing 
or selling road material raises a question, 
not so much of their qualification as of 
their fitness for the position. It is not to 
be a:>sume<i that appointments 10 the 
Highway commission arc uiad^ for the 
purpose of favoring contractors, and we 
would not impute any such motive to the 
governor or those connected with his ad- 
ministration. If a mistake has been made 
it is unfortunate, but that is all. The pro- 
priety of a reorganization of the Highway 
commission can be challenged without 
inferring bad faith. 


However, on general grounds it is prob- 


ably a good thing to have an investiga- 
tion of the State Highway department. 
It has been a subject of controversy 
through several administrations, and its 
work is of such great importance to the 
entire state, both because it to a large de- 
gree controls our highway policy and be- 
cause it disposes of large sums of money, 
that it should be made up of qualified ex- 
perts and men of high integrity and kept 
out of politics. The very nature of its 
responsibilities calls for men of the best 
repute who will not be influenced by po- 
litical pressure or political temptations. A 
general investigation of the commission 
•can do no harm.

STOCKING THE U. S. A. 


President Coolidge, Secretary of State 


Kellogg1 and Secretaries Hoover and 
Davis are in a dilemma concerning the 
future human stock of this country. They 
have been charged with deciding, by April 
1, what are the right quotas for admis- 
sion under the new immigration law. In- 
stead of taking, as in the past, the num- 
ber of immigrants of each racial stock 
admitted into the United States in the 
year 1890, this new law requires the three 
secretaries with the aid of experts to de- 
cide how many persons of each stock or 
descendants,of each stock were living in 
the country in 1920. and pass out'the ra- 
tios accordingly. That's some job! 


Two of the three secretaries refuse to 


sign any report.' Either they don't 
think an}- one can tell the right propor- 
tions mixed into our present body poli- 
tics, or they don't want those proportions 
to be reflected in immigration quotas. The 
first is 3. pretty good presumption. It is 
estimated that 44.017.828 persons living in 
the United States in 1920 were descen- 
dants of colonial stock or of immigrants 
from Britain and Northern Ireland. But 
what an admixture has undoubtedly taken 
place in the meantime! Few people keep 
their genealogies, and Uncle Sam doesn't 
pretend to keep them for us. On the 
basis of this vast head count of alleged 
•'British stock." Britain and Northern 
Ireland would send us about four-sev- 
enths of all our immigration, and Ger- 
many and the Scandinavian 
countries 


would find their quotas cut in halves and 
thirds. 


Isn't it about time to drop this fool- 


ishness of ''stocks" and "quotas" and hand 
pick our immigrants according to their 
personal health and intelligence and mor- 
als regardless of their grandfathers' na- 
tionalities?

THE ETHICS OF "REVELRY" 
Readers will probably never agre; 


on the question as to whether Samuei 
Hopkins Adams had a moral right to 
;>ublish "Revelry." Those are strong- 
ly partisan will perhaps divide on it 
in accordance with their politics — 
hidebound Republicans will condemn 
it and equally hidebound Democrats 
will perhaps praise it. And the opinion 
of neither one nor the other is worth 
much in settling the ethical question 
because they approach it with their 
emotions and not with their minds. 


I do not know whether the book is 


ethically justified or not. The answer 
obviously depends on how closely the 
author has kept to the facts and tho 
average citizen 
who 
has 
special 


sources of information cannot, be a 
judge of that. I do not mean slavishly 
literal facts but the spirits of truth. 
When for the sake of the dramatic 
quality of the story an incident that 
belongs historically in the life of Sec- 
retary Daughterly is put into tha 
life of Secretary Fall, or vice versa, 
not the slightest harm is done. That 
is always justified 
in fiction. The 


grouping of the incidents, the intbr- 
changing of the characters is of no 
importance in settling: the 
ethical 


question. A novel is not a history. 


Cut is the story in general true to 


the spirit of the administration it 'de- 
scribes? Seen from the inside, not as 
we, the hero-worshiping outsiders se^ 
it. was the administration described 
one tenth as bad as it is painted in 
the book? That there was politica! 
scandal everybody knows even though 
the congressional investigations uul 
the various court actions have for the 
most part been rather futile, but is 
the picture of corruption and graft 
and licenciousness painted In the book 
a reasonably accurate reflection of 
actual history? 


If it is then I see no reason why the 


book should 
if it is not, 


not have been written; 
there can be no justi- 


fication for it on ethical grounds. A 
novelist is not a historian 
and he 


does not need to slick to literal fact.

He knows how senators and cabinet 
members talk and act and he is no', 
so simple as to suppose they are af 
all like the public's idea of them. But 
his facility is all expended on their 
tags of speech and mannerisms. Tho 
secret of their essential humanity ib 
forever eluding him. The grafters are 
types, not human beings, and so are 
all the others. The heroine is mere 
paper and ink, constructed out of a 
thousand such characters in a thou- 
sand stories. 


The only merit of the story is tha't 


it moves along. I am not denying that 
it is interesting and holds the atten- 
tion. But it could never stand on its 
own legs as a work of art. AVcre i'- 
not for its wholly extraneous interest 
as scandalous gossip it would ho no- 
thing. And a work of art must justify

Tu es, Transformer Or Even Current 


Macon, Ga.—The future radio re- 


ceiver may consist of colls, conden- 
sers and a small transformer-like in- 
strument, the invention of Dr. Palm- 
er H. Craig, youthful head of the de- 
partment of physics at Mercer Uni- 
versity here. 


There will be no tubes. 
There 


will be no transformers. 
There will 


be no batteries. There won't even be 
current from electric light or tele- 
phone supply. 


Tct this tiny instrument that takes 


tho place of all these is said to be 
more sensitive more selective, more 
powerful than the average live and 
six tube receiver of today. It's far 
fiom being the crystal set of old. 


The 
invention has 
taken 
the 


fancy of several 
large radio 
and 


electrical manufacturers to the 
ex- 


tent that Craig has already been of- 
fered as high as $123,000 and royal- 
tics for the patent. 


The drive, if found practicable, is 


expected to revolutionize radio more 
than any other instrument in 
this 


field. There will be no more need for 
tubes, transformers, batteries or oth- 
er current supply. Receivers will be 
simpler and much cheaper. They will 
be extremely easy to operate. 


AMPLIFIES CHEATER 


Yet they'll prove much worthier 


than radio receivers of today. Craig 
points as one proof of this conten- 
tion, to the fact that the amplifying 
constant of his little de\ice is lo.C as 
compared with only about four, lor 
the present combination of tubes, in 
radio and audio amplification. 


Craig calls his device an "electro- 


magnetic amplifier," although it does 
much more than amplify. 
It con- 


sists of about ten thin layers of 
formica, a 
hard 
non-electric sub- 


stance, on each of which molten bis- 
muth has been sprayed at high pres- 
sure. 


Aiound these layers of bismuth- 


coated foimica. several turns of wire 
are wound. The plate is connected 
to the wire at two points, while the 
ends of the wire arc connected to the 
ground and the antenna terminals of 
the radio receiver. 


The entire outfit is about the size 


of a radio transfoimer. four inches 
high by two 
inches square. 
This, 


simple as it is, says Craig, will ac- 
complish what five tubes, transform- 
ers and the necessary A. B and C 
batteries \\ill do on a modern set. It 
detects signals, tuned in by means of 
the tuning coils and condensers, and 
it amplifies them almost four times 
as greatly as the tubes used in radio 
and audio frequency amplification. 


MODERN SETS CAN BE USED 
Xo changes are required on the 


tube icceivers of today, says the in- 
ventor, to make use of his device. 
Adapters, embodying the instrument, 
will be made for such sets. It can 
bo used with every type of hook-up. 


It has increased 
distance and se- 


lectivity in reception to an extent as 
yet undetermined by 
the laboratoiy 


model. Although tubes and batteries 
could be used with it, it works best 
without these. 


The Sponsor of this invention is 


a youth of 27. who has just completed 
a post-graduate course at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, before coming to 
Mercer. It was at Cincinnati that he 
worked out this instrument, in his 
efforts to discover the effects of bis- 
muth in a weak electro-magnetic field. 


His discovery was that the extreme 


ly weak radio currents brought in by 
condensers and tuning coils from the 
air, cause enough of a magnetic field 
in the coil wound about his device as 
to be rectified and amplified to a great 
extent bv the bismuth core within that 
field. 


"What will happen to this invention. 


Craig doesn't know. He's still re 
ceivmg offers that make him dizzy.

TO COMBAT GOITER 


Buy lodin Tablets to Be Dis- 


tributed 
to 
Children in 


Schools 


Madison — C/P)—Through action of 


their county boards, upwards of twen- 
ty Wisconsin counties have indorsed 
the movement to prevent goiter 
in 


their school population. These boards 
havo appropriated funds for the pur- 
chase of lodin tablets in quantities suf- 
ficient to supply all schools in their 
counties, the state board of health an- 
nounced Monday. The tablets contain 
one-sixth grain of an iodine compound, 
which is held sufficient if taken week- 
ly through the school year, to meet the 
deficiency of the iodine clement in the 
human body, which is characteristic of I 
Wisconsin, where the soil is lacking in [ 
*his element. 


Most of the counties taking this offi- 


cial step are in the western and south- 
western sections. In some other coun- 
ties, school districts aie giving 
the 


tablets to their pupils. Distribution to 
schools usually is made by the coun- 
ty nurse, or. where one is not employ- 
ed, by the county superintendent of 
schools-." 


"Surveys made under tlie direction 


of this board." the board of health said, 
"have shown that goiter affects bchool 
children to an extent ranging from 25 
to 100 per cent, depending upon the 
iodine deficiency 
in the region 
sur- 


veyed. 


FOR BOYS AND GIRLS 


"A casual survey of the school chil- 


dren of any district will determine the 
degree in which goiter is prevalent in 
that locality. The lodin tabelt is rec- 
ommended for pupils up to 1C years of 
age, to- boys as well as girls, in the 
hope of tiding them over the usual for- 
mative period of simple goiter. Its best 
effect is m preventing goiter in those 
children who do not have goiter to be- 
gin with, but it can be given as well to 
children having goiter. An exception 
should be made in the 
case of the 


child •with enlarged and conspicuous 
goiter, who should be under a physi- 
cian's guidance continuously. 


"Consent of paients is always nec- 


essary in the giving of the tablets to 
pupils. The cost to the county or dis- 
trict is very small when the tablets are 
bought in quantities."
